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STATEMENT  OF  OBJECTS  AND  REASONS 

The  provisions  of  the  Andhra  Pradesh 
(Andhra  Area)  District  Boards  Act/  1920 , 
provides  for  levy  of  land  cess  in  every 
district  on  all  occupied  lands  on 
whatever  tenure  held  and  it  shall  consist 
of  a tax  of  twelve  paise  in  the  rupee  of 
the  annual  rent  value  of  the  land  in  the 
Mandal.  Further , according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Andhra  Pradesh  (Telangana 
Area)  District  Boards  Act,  1955,  a local 
cess  of  twelve  naya  paise  on  every  rupee 
land  revenue  payable  to  the  Government 
shall  be  levied.  Now,  the  Government 
have  decided  to  drop  the  collection"  of 
land  cess  and  local  cess. 

In  order  to  achieve  the  above  objec- 
tive, it  has  been  proposed  to  delete  the 
relevant  sections  dealing  with  the 
collection  of  land  cess  and  local  cess 
by  amending  the  Andhra  Pradesh  (Andhra 
Area)  District  Boards  Act,  19  20  and  the 
Andhra  Pradesh  (Telangana  Area)  District 
Boards/Act,  1955  suitably. 

This  Bill  seeks  to  give  effect  to  the 
above  decision.
